INMATES RELEASED DUE TO LACK OF FUNDS 
The Hamptons Police Department was forced 
last week to furlough all 350 inmates housed 
at its correctional facility in North Sea after the 
department didn’t receive the federal funding it 
was promised. 

“Due to the federal government shutdown, 
the Hamptons Police Department’s regular 
disbursement for prisoner housing from the 
government was held up,” says Hamptons Police 
Department spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Faced 
with having to fall back on our own operating 
budget to keep the prison open, we decided

since we have exactly 52 employees it turns out

POWER OUTAGE 

The 40-minute system-wide power outage 
delay that left people stranded on the system 
between stations Tuesday afternoon was caused 
deliberately, it turned out. Hamptons Subway 
had hired the Francoise de Gaulle Painting 
Company to paint the Southampton platform, 
and Mr. de Gaulle was on the job himself with 
his crew when the paint he ordered arrived. 
He claimed it was too light a shade of blue, but 
Arlene Grabboksi, the color coordinator for the 
subway system, said it was just fine, and when 
one of de Gaulle’s workmen began painting at 
her order, M. de Gaulle pulled the master power 
switch to the subway system, turning everything 
dark and effectively shutting everything down. 
Afterwards, Commissioner Aspinall ordered M. 
de Gaulle to his office but when M. de Gaulle 
wouldn’t come, Aspinall went to see him at the 


job. Aspinall told de Gaulle he was fired, but 
de Gaulle waved his contract, saying he could 
not be fired and, in fact, he would do it again if 
painting began again with the too light color. At 
the present time, de Gaulle is still down there, 
supervising and waiting for the darker paint, and 
says the painting of the platform will take as long 
as it takes. Until that happens, the Southampton 
platform is off limits and a bus service will 
provide transportation from the street at the top 
of the stairs to the nearest other subway stops, 
at Shinnecock and Water Mill. Ms. Grabboksi 
meanwhile has been put on paid leave until 
de Gaulle leaves. 


SKATEBOARDING LAWSUIT 

The parents of a Quogue High School freshmen 
have filed a lawsuit against Hamptons Subway 
demanding $4 million in damages because 
their son Eric Beenbottle was injured trying to 
skateboard down the escalator to the Quogue 
platform. The cause, the lawsuit claims, came 
about because Eric thought the down escalator 
was stairs and so the bottom came up and hit him 
earlier than he thought it would. Commissioner 
Aspinall is currently looking into whether we 
can find escalators that automatically turn 
themselves off when no feet are on them, to 
prevent future lawsuits. The injury suffered was 
a chipped front tooth, which during dental repair, 
became infected. The dentist was also named 


in the suit.

instead to release all of the prisoners into the 
community for the time being.” 

While admitting that some of the released 
inmates were being held for fairly serious and 
violent offences, Hirsch nonetheless is dismissive 
of alarms raised by concerned residents. “We’ve 
got it in hand—we didn’t just release these 
guys with no strings attached,” Hirsch says, 
pointing out that inmates were instructed to 
carry out strict “self-sentencing” regimens while 
on furlough. 

“Convicts who were serving time for car theft are 
required to watch Chitty Chitty Bang Bang once 
a day for the duration of their furlough,” says 
Hirsch. “That will give them second thoughts 
about stealing somebody’s beloved automobile. 
Deer poachers will be watching Bambi, naturally— 
to learn not to hunt for does.” 

According to Hirsch, the Hamptons Polic 
have devised a full program of daily required 
film viewing to match the criminal proclivities 
of every class of furloughed inmate. “Catnappers 
will be watching The Aristocats, dognappers will 
be watching 101 Dalmatians, illegal polluters 
will be watching WALL-E—you get the idea.

You name the offence, we’ve got a family- 
appropriate, G-rated film that will serve as a 
cautionary tale.” Inmates who are incarcerated 
for a variety of offences will be watching multiple 
films on a daily basis. 

Hirsch notes that the furloughed inmates were 
released on Thursday, and were furnished with 
DVD copies of the film, or films, they are required 
to view. But when pressed, Hirsch admitted that 
enforcement of the daily viewing will be difficult, 
if not impossible. “We’re already hard-pressed to 
handle all of the enforcement work we already 
have,” says Hirsch. “So, for right now, this is 
pretty much going on the honor system. But, you 
know, these are some classic films—who wouldn’t 
want to watch them every day?” 

Hirsch was quick to add that, should members 
of the public notice somebody watching, say, Toy 
Story every day, they should not jump to 
conclusions. “Some people are just enthusiasts, 
and they'd be watching it anyway.” At press 
time, it remained unclear how long the furloughs 
would continue. £&

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Hamptons Dogs 


The Beloved Bee Bee Who Helped Deliver the Mail & Other Tales

he first time I had a dog in the Hamptons was 

in the 1960s. On the first day I taught him to 
walk beside me without a leash. The second day 
I had this dog, I was walking down Newtown 
Lane with him, talking to a friend, when he ran 
off. The two of us began looking for him, going 
up and down the street and its alleys, shouting 
“Scampi!” Scampi was his name. Strangers took 
up the call to help us, and after about 10 minutes 
of this he came trotting happily out of what today 
is the Stop & Shop, wagging his tail. He’d had a 
good time in there. Now he wanted to go home. 

But first I wanted to go in with him to thank 
the people who had helped him out. Everyone 
inside was amused by him. He was a handsome 
sheepdog, after all. A butcher patted him and 
gave him a bone to chew on. 

“Who gave him that silly name?” a checkout 
girl asked. I told her I did not know. There had 
been a prior owner. 

Scampi lived a long and happy life in East

Hampton. He ran free. He knew enough to not 
run out into the street. And at the end of every 
day, he came home. 

In 1974, Bee Bee, a beloved collie-sheepdog mix 
in Southampton, died. His photo was on the front 
page of the Southampton Press that week. Bee 
Bee would leave his home on Windmill Lane, run 
down to the post office on Nugent Street every 
morning, and then follow the postman who came 
out with a pull cart full of mail to deliver to all the 
store owners in town on Jobs Lane, Main Street, 
Nugent Street and Willow. For years, he had been 
doing this. People loved him and petted him. He 
knew the route well and often would joyfully go 
on ahead to the next stop, get a pat, perhaps a 
treat, then come back. It was his job. I did not 
know this dog, but I read all the comments by 
merchants and others along the route who were 
now so sad. 

We did have a dog like this in East Hampton 
around that time. He was a Scottie who lived at 
the home of the Nigel Young family on Woods 
Lane, and in the mornings he’d go out on the 
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downtown mail route. Mrs. Young was a real 
estate agent for Connie Lamb. Nigel was a retired 
British World War II spitfire pilot. The house 
was two doors down from the Jewish Center of 
the Hamptons. It was also a big deal when their 
dog died. Ten years later, Mr. Young died. He 
was flying along the beach at a low altitude in 
an antique warplane when his plane hit a flock 
of birds and went down. He was a nice guy and 
widely mourned. 

The laws about dogs in the Hamptons began 
to change in the 1980s. A new law was written in 
East Hampton that said dogs needed to be under 
a person’s control at all times. He could be off- 
leash, of course. As long as he would come when 
you called, it would be okay. 

It was during this time that I adopted a loveable 
sheepdog named Wags. The Animal Rescue Fund 
of the Hamptons (ARF) had started. When we’d 
be out and about in crowds, he loved to run 
around and try to round them up. Most crowds 
didn’t want to be rounded up. But when I called, 
he’d come running.

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He was also a watchdog about anything that 
had to do with our house. One Saturday we held 
a yard sale. Every once in a while, some people 
would park on the street, then walk up the 
50-yard-long paved driveway leading up to the 
garage to look at all the stuff laid out there. Wags 
would lie down at the top of the driveway, looking 
down toward the street and waiting for intruders. 
When people would get out of their cars down 
there, he’d get up, run down the driveway and 
herd them up to the garage, barking and wagging 
his tail. He did this for several hours before 
he began to tire. It was a hot day. In the early 
afternoon he’d see people get out of their cars and 
he’d just raise his head and bark at them as they 
came up. After a while, tiring of that, he simply 
lay there. Enough was enough. 

The laws changed further. Local baymen with 
pickup trucks had been driving down to the beach 

for generations to throw nets into the ocean from 
_ oversized rowboats. They called this haul seining. 
_ Almost every one of them had Labrador Retrievers 
_ running around loose in the flat bed, enjoying the 
_ ride. Make a sharp right turn and they’d fight 
~ not to skid across the flatbed, and wag their tails. 
They were out enjoying the sunshine, the ride 
-and the fishing to come. The town passed a new 
law. Those dogs in back had to be attached to 
a bungee cord, and the bungee cord attached 
to a cleat inside the flatbed. Some summer 
_ people had contacted the town to tell officials 
that they had been driving behind these pickups 
and were afraid those dogs would skid off 
_the trucks. (It had never happened.) So now, 
dogs with bungee cords. 


Around 2005, a 
friend who lived in a 
small shack down at the 
beach in Amagansett 
called to tell me that his 
German Shepherd had 
been arrested. 

“They were men in 
uniforms. Animal Control. 
They didn’t care he had a 
collar with a license. All his 
life, he’d been running off 
every day and stay out until dinnertime. He’d be 
in town or down at the beach. Atlantic Avenue 
was his beach. Everyone loves him. And now they 
want me to pay a $100 fine and never let him 
down there again. It’s right in front of my house.” 

This was during the McGintee Administration 
of East Hampton Town. Tens of millions of dollars 
were being spent to improve services in the town, 
and now the town was running out of money. But 
they were now aggressively impounding dogs for 
just being out off-leash. 

Later, when the town realized how 
much financial trouble it had gotten itself 
into, McGintee blamed his predecessor, 
Jay Schneiderman. Schneiderman replied 
as follows: 

“When I was Town Supervisor we had 
four animal control officers who worked in 
Town Hall out of a small office next to the 
Town Clerk’s office. Mostly they helped people 
find their dogs. Now, there are eight officers, 
they all have uniforms and official cars and 
have their own little building. And it’s the

same number of dogs.” 

Doggie bags came into 
general use toward the 
end of the 1990s. You’d 
have your dog on a leash 
at all times, and when he 
stopped to do his thing, 
you'd wiggle your hand 
into the doggie bag, pick up 
what he did, then pull the 
top of the doggie bag over 

your hand so you'd never 
have to touch the stuff with your hands, and then 
throw the poop bag in a trash basket. 

One day, walking with my dog in the woods 
behind my house, I found myself searching 
around in the leaves, poop bag in hand, looking 
to pick up what my dog pooped. 

Want to let your dog run around free? Only 
on your property behind the hedgerows that 
serve as your fence. Dog never gets to go off 
your property, unless you walk him on a leash 
or drive him somewhere. There are windows of 
opportunity, certain hours of certain days, when 
you can walk your dog on a beach off-leash. 

Today I have a mixed breed dog I got at 
ARF. She’s Bella, a sweetie, one of the dogs 
rescued from a beach in Puerto Rico. Montauk 
surfers, riding the waves down at that beach in 
the wintertime, bring these dogs back here to 
ARF. Nice. 

Dogs are getting to be an endangered species in 
the Hamptons, and the ones left seem to be either 
Cockapoos or Megadoodles with little pink bows 
on their collars. Sigh. & 
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Walls Around the World 


Practically All Used a Mix of Walls, Mountains, Rivers & Fences 
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-~ T’'M A worRKiNG WALL

ince the folks currently guarding our southern 

border with Mexico have been asked how 
they can best spend the $6 billion which will be 
allocated, I thought it might be a good idea to 
survey here some of the walls and other means 
that have been tried out around the world to see 
how they have all worked out. Maybe it will give 
them some ideas. 


BARRIER WITH MEXICO 
The length of the winding border between 
the United States and Mexico is 1,954 miles. 
At the present time, about 700 miles of the 
border are separated by fencing, put up during 
prior administrations. 


WWII BEACH PATROL 

During World War II, the U.S. government 
learned from some agents in Switzerland that 
the Germans were intending on landing Nazi 
saboteurs with explosives on our East Coast 
beaches. The intention was to bury them and 
then later return and dig them up and take 
them inland, spreading havoc by destroying 


aluminum plants, railroad terminals, 
Jewish-owned department stores and power 
stations in America. 

This was in early 1942, when Hitler was at 
the height of his powers. President Roosevelt 
ordered the Coast Guardsman, in their stations 
already built on East Coast beaches—six miles 
apart on almowst all beaches from Maine to 
Florida—to watch for submarines from their 
towers, and at six-mile intervals send out patrols 
every two hours, 24 hours a day. He also ordered 
Army units encamped midway between the 
Coast Guard stations, and built concrete gun 
emplacements and airfields. He also would have 
liked to send out Navy patrol boats, but with the 
Nazi subs controlling the Atlantic Ocean, he was 
unable to do that. 

Here in the Hamptons he built battleship gun 
emplacements into the bluffs at Montauk, and 
concrete machine-gun nests and lookout stations 
in Montauk and the rest of the Hamptons and the 
whole length of the South Fork from Amagansett 
to Moriches. 

There were no walls built. 

Five minutes after midnight on June 
24, 1942, a Coast Guard ensign named John 


Cullen, beginning a patrol just 300 yards east of 
the Coast Guard station at Atlantic Avenue Beach 
in Amagansett, encountered four saboteurs in 
German navy officer uniforms, burying wooden 
crates near a sand dune. Behind them at the 
water’s edge were two armed sailors by a rubber 
raft hauled up on a sandbar. It was dark and 
foggy that night. Only one of the six, the leader 
of the mission, saw the Coast Guardsman at 
first, and he came over and told the Coast 
Guardsman they were on a secret mission for the 
U.S. government and he would be shot unless he 
ran away. Unarmed except for a flare gun and a 
flashlight, the Coast Guardsman did. 

Swarms of Army soldiers, Navy personnel, 
Coast Guardsmen and FBI agents were soon 
swarming the scene. But the sub that brought the 
men here got off clean, and the four saboteurs 
ran through the night to the Amagansett 
railroad station and took a train to New York 
City. The leader of the unit later turned the 
others in. 

A second landing four nights later at a beach 
near Jacksonville, Florida was more successful. 
They were neither seen nor heard by any of 
the patrols. But the leader of the Amagansett 
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contingent provided information to round them 
up inland before any damage was done. 


GREAT WALL OF CHINA 

The Great Wall of China was built over a very 
long period of time. It was intended to keep 
Tartarians, Huns and Mongols on horseback 
from raiding Chinese villages to the north. The 
early walls were built starting around 200 B.C. 
and the later ones in the 15th century A.D. The 
Great Wall is not continuous. It runs through 
a valley between mountain ranges, it stops at 
rivers, it exists in some areas as trenches. Within 
eyesight of one another are lookout towers. There 
were 15,000 of them. These towers were manned, 


and smoky fires and scouts alerted towns behind - 


them to send warriors on horseback when a 
threat was perceived. The tops of the walls, some 
as much as 30 feet high, were used to provide 
goods and services for those in the towers. 

_ The longest of these barriers, built during the 
Ming Dynasty, ran for 5,500 miles, of which 
3,833 miles were walls, 233 miles were trenches 
and 1,387 were natural barriers such as hills and 
rivers. Altogether, the walls built over the years 
during the Ming, Han, Quin and other dynasties 
exceeded 13,171 miles in total. It’s estimated 
it took a million men to build it. It did not 
always prevent individual soldiers armed with 
spears and swords from climbing the walls, but 
it did prevent horses from doing so. So they were 
somewhat successful. 


ISRAELI WEST BANK WALL 
This wall was ordered after many terrorist 
acts and suicide bombings in the 1990s. 


Begun in 2000, it is currently about half- 
completed and will end up at 440 miles. About 
15% of it runs along the Israeli-Palestinian 
border, but the rest runs through Palestine 
as much as five miles in, leaving some 
15,000 Palestinian villagers isolated from the 
bulk of that territory. About 90% of the wall 
is not a wall, but a series of three fences with 
barbed wire on top, forming a sort of pyramid. 
Both sides are patrolled. There are also trenches 
and concrete walls as high as 25 feet for 6% of 
it, particularly through urban areas. It has been 
highly effective. 


BERLIN WALL 

This wall was built in the 1960s to separate the 
Soviet Union zone of Berlin from the rest of Berlin. 
It was removed in 1989. It measured 96 miles 
in length and had security checkpoints where 
citizens could go from one side to the other. It 
was also contiguous. Built by the East Germans, 
it was highly effective in keeping citizens from 
the Soviet-controlled east bank from defecting to 
West Berlin. 


DEMILITARIZED ZONE 
BETWEEN TWO KOREAS 

A series of watchtowers, chain-link fences and 
barbed wire have separated North and South 
Korea since 1953. It runs for 160 miles from coast 
to coast across approximately the middle of the 
peninsula. Both sides are manned with guns and 
soldiers. In the 1980s, the South Koreans built 
a flagpole on their side that rises 323 feet, atop 
of which is a flag weighing 287 pounds. A few 
years later the North Koreans built a flagpole 


on their side rising 525 feet, atop which is a flag 
weighing 595 pounds. The North Korean flagpole 
is believed to be the fourth tallest in the world. 
(The tallest is in Jeddah, Saudi Arabia, rising 
558 feet.) In addition, starting in 1953 each side 
broadcast audio propaganda at the other from 
massive loudspeakers mounted atop buildings. It 
was discontinued in 2004 by a border agreement. 
This demilitarized zone has been highly effective 
in keeping civilians from defecting from one side 
to the other. 


MAGINOT LINE 

Ten years after the First World War, the French 
built a contiguous series of hills at the German 
border with tunnels inside and guns facing into 
Germany. It went from the Belgium-Holland 
border to Switzerland, a distance of about 
500 miles. When the Germans decided to invade 
France in 1940, they simply sent their Panzer 
divisions around where it ended in Belgium. So it 
was useless. It should have gone all the way to the 
English Channel, but it didn’t. 


WALLS ON THE LONG ISLAND 
EXPRESSWAY 

The Long Island Expressway extends from 
Brooklyn to Riverhead, a distance of nearly 
95 miles. An estimated 10 miles of it is bordered 
by 20-foot-high walls, supposedly there to block 
the view and noise of the traffic from residential 
areas on either side. Others say it blocks the view 
of the people in the cars driving to Manhattan 
from having to see Long Island. In either case, 
the walls need to be completed before their 
effectiveness can be evaluated. 
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Devon Lawsuit Settled 


When It Comes to the Ocean and the Bays, We All Have to Get Along

ne year ago, the Devon Yacht Club filed a 

lawsuit against Suffolk County about oyster 
farming activity in Gardiners Bay. It was the 
strangest thing. 

Devon Yacht Club sits waterfront on Gardiners 
Bay in Amagansett, serving as an exclusive 
summer beach and sailing club for members 
of the social set and their friends since 1908. 
It is almost never in the news. It does not 
cause trouble. In recent years, some restrictions 
regarding membership have been removed, but 
it is still basically serves that group. Summer 
people come out and join the Maidstone Club 
for golf and the Devon Yacht Club on the bay 
for sailing. 

Why in the world would they file a lawsuit 
against anybody? Basically, the activities of the 
State would impinge on their offshore sailing 
course. Buoys mark it off. The course has been 
there for 50 years or more. Now the state is 
marking off a parcel of the bay as an operation 
of an underwater oyster farm. The parcel would 
be 10 acres in size, and would sometimes be 
filled with floating oyster cages, which often, 


tied together, float just below the surface. The 
County marked this spot and nine others as part 
of the Suffolk County Shellfish Aquaculture Lease 
Program where outfits such as the Amagansett 
Oyster Company can help improve the oyster 
population, whose members when they grow up 
snuggle on the sandy bottom of the bay, a noble 
occupation indeed. 

At the time, the general public largely 
considered the Devon’s lawsuit an example of 
noblesse oblige. Get out of the way. We go 
sailing here. 

Indeed, it took a lot of guts for the Devon Yacht 
Club to file this suit. Polite attempts to get the 
oyster lease moved elsewhere got them nowhere. 
The County would not budge. And so the yacht 
club filed a lawsuit. They must have known it 
would not be popular for them to do so, and they 
went into it whole hog, including in the lawsuit 
the Suffolk County Planning Department and its 
director, the Town of East Hampton, the State 
Department of Environmental Conservation, the 
Amagansett Oyster Company, which was given 
this lease, and other individual leaseholders. 

Last week, a settlement was announced ending 
this lawsuit. The County will shut down this 


particular lease (it hasn’t even begun, since it’s 
been the subject of a lawsuit.). And they will give 
the Amagansett Oyster Company a new lease at a 
new location, where it doesn’t interfere with the 
Devon sailboat races. 

The Yacht Club says that’s fine because the 
other locations don’t interfere with the sailing. 

As for the Amagansett Oyster Company, their 
president told The East Hampton Star that 
this settlement would have no bearing on his 
business. One spot was just as good as another. 
However, it will be a while before operations can 
begin anyway, because further applications and 
permits must be approved by the Coast Guard, 
the Department of Environmental Conservation 
and the Army Corps of Engineers. Paperwork, 
paperwork, paperwork. 

It seems to me that Devon has done the right 
thing. And officials and County bureaucrats have 
been, for one year, ridiculous. 

In the old days, if someone wanted to drop a 
lobster pot, they'd consult with others to see if 
this was a good place to do it. They wouldn’t do 
it where it might interfere with navigation or 
surfcasting or clamming areas. They might move 
along if a spot was already taken. Everyone would 
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work it out with everyone else who used the bay. 

What should have happened, from the very 
beginning, is that the County should have 
considered everybody else who uses the bay. But 
it seems in the end they took the position that 
they are government officials and whatever they 
say goes. Indeed, now, after the expenditure of all 
this money for lawyers, they now have pledged to 
consult with everybody else about where these 
leaseholds go. Everybody has a stake in what goes 
on in the bay. This is a situation where everybody 
has to get along. 

This kind of government overreach is a hallmark 
of what many people think is a government gone 
nuts to get everything just so. It reminds me 
of the revolt a few years ago when the State of 
New York declared that they were, for the first 
time, instituting fishing license requirements 
for surfcasters. 

What? It’s the ocean. Surfcasters have been 
down at the beach in waders trying to catch fish 
since the beginning of time. Catching one fish 
at a time this way is not, and has never been, an 
issue about the environment. It’s about getting 
your dinner. And yet, all of a sudden, the State 
wants everybody to get in line to buy a permit, 
which will cost at least enough to pay for the State 
to hire people to administer it. I think the initial 
fee was supposed to be $75. And they wanted the 
fishermen to line up at State offices to get them 
or go to a local bait-and-tackle shop to get them. 

The fishermen rebelled. The owners of the bait- 
and-tackle shops rebelled. And nobody bought 
any of the permits. 

Finally, the State just decided to give out 
the licenses for free. They'd already set this 


thing up and had to do something with all the 
licenses they'd printed. Actually, they said, they 
just wanted to know how many people were 
surfcasters. It would be for statistical purposes. 
States are great on statistics. The fishermen 
considered this offer with suspicion, but when 
the State went ahead with it and gave them 
out free, they got them. Problem solved. Or 
was it? 

This year, I went to a New York State Park 
office to apply for a permit to use my 4x4 on the 
beaches where driving is permitted. They make 
sure you have a vehicle that has 4x4, that you 
have a rod and reel, fishing tackle and all the 
other gear. They actually look in your car, or at 
least ask if it was all there. 

This year, the State 4x4 permit requires that, 
among all the other things, you get a New York 
State Saltwater Fishing License before they 
consider you for a 4x4 permit. And they don’t sell 
the surfcasting licenses right there. That’s from 
the NY State Department of Conservation office. 

What if you just want to go surfing? Or have a 
picnic? Or bird watching? Or driftwood gathering? 
Or maybe you want to drive around without any 
purpose at all. Just to look around. Well, there 
are different prices for different locations and 
activities. And it depends where you are from. 
The 4x4 permit is $80 to residents of the state 
for the area I go to, and it costs $125 if you 
are not a county resident. Locations include 
4x4 beach, Camp Hero($40and $75), Sportfishing 
($35 and $60). For hang gliding or surfing or 
whatever, they don’t need the surfcasting number 
from the Saltwater Fishing License Registry. 
But if it’s for fishing, they do. Tires shall not 
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exceed either 33 inches in diameter or 12.5 inches 
in width. 

An office use section is filled out by 
the clerk after asking questions. 4-wheel 
drive fishing? Night fishing? Star Gazing? 
Regional Diving? Caumsett Fishing? What is 
Caumsett fishing? 

At the Saltwater Fishing License Registry, some 
bureaucrats have actually sat around thinking of 
different things you might do and what they want 
to charge, and they've also come up with a bunch 
of questions about other personal things—height, 
eye color, date of birth, primary address and 
apartment number that do not seem relevant. 
They want you to give the answer to a security 
question. They want you to create the security 
question. I could go on and on. Race and religion 
are not on there, but I bet they're coming. Maybe 
theyll want to know which political party you 
want to be identified with. They’re all coming. 
Finally, they don’t give out surfcasting licenses 
for sharks. That comes from still a third party, the 
Federal Government. 

I might add that the beach-driving permit from 
the State Park Office is only good for one year, 
which is from January 1 to December 31, but is 
actually good for less than a year because you 
can’t buy it until January 1 and then not after 
April 1, and all expire on December 31. 

I told a longtime friend of mine, somebody I’ve 
known since we were growing up out here, about 
the new requirements and he said he didn’t know 
about it. Ill quote him exactly. But I won’t name 
his name. 

“T don’t get any permit,” he said. “I just drive 
on the beach.” ga

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HONORING the ARTIST 


This Week's Couer Artist: Gregor Oleanik 


a regori Oleanik’s “Walking the Dogs” shows 
a scene many East Enders with pets are 
likely to recognize. Oleanik’s striking painting is a 
reminder that beaches are synonymous with the 
East End, no matter what time of year. 


What was the inspiration for this work? 

This was painted on location (en plein air) 
at Crab Meadow Beach in Northport on an 
early winter’s day. The tide had gone out and 
I had to paint fast, time nor tide wait for no 
man. The receding ocean left interesting pools 
that reflected the sky. I used only palette knives 
and mixed my colors right out of the tube and on 
the canvas. 


Talk about your impressionist art style. 

When I first started painting, I thought it was 
so important to paint as realistically as possible, 
and then I went to the Museum of Modern Art. 
I saw the paintings of the French Impressionists 
of the mid-1800s. This was like a revelation for 
me—the light and colors, the seemingly free 
and loose style of painting, the brushstrokes 
capturing the. artist’s feeling or experience, 
rather than accurate depiction. It was then 
that I realized I was working too hard and not 
having fun. 


-On your blog, you mention 
Talk about the meaning of this. 


“impasto.” 


In Italian and Latin it loosely 
translates to “paste.” It’s the painting 
technique of laying on the paint 
thickly so that it stands out from 
the surface and gives the painting 
texture. It’s also painting wet on wet, 
meaning [| don’t use a palette to mix 
my colors. Rather, I mix my colors 
right on the canvas. 


How has living on Long Island 
informed your work? 

Long Island is just over 
1,400 square miles. Within this 
area you can see anything from small towns, 
manufacturing and office space, farmland, 
vineyards, the Long Island Sound and the Atlantic 
Ocean. It’s an artist’s paradise. 


If you could sit down with any artist past 
or present, who would it be and what 
would you talk about? 

It’s a toss-up between Vincent van Gogh and 
Claude Oscar Monet. If I can only choose one, 
I'd like to meet “the Father of Impressionism,” 
Monet. He was the artist that transitioned from 
Realism to Impressionism and brought the show 
outdoors to paint “en plein air.” I would want 
to know how he came up with this momentous 
change to the art world that wasn’t accepted at 
all, at first. 


What are some of your favorite 
works of art and why? 

My favorites are always changing; 
currently I like Vincent van Gogh’s 
“Wheat Field with Cypresses.” Van 
Gogh tended to use complementary 
colors, that is, colors on the opposite 
side of the color wheel. The high 
contrast between the colors creates a 
vibrant look. The impasto technique 
and the movement in his paintings is 
fabulous. He made a series of these 
wheat fields that were inspired by 
the view from his asylum. I suggest 
you see this painting live at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York. My other favorite 
is Monet’s “Soleil Levant,” or “impression 
sunrise.” This was the painting that created all 
the controversy at the Paris Salon in 1874. It 
was rejected and most viewers were disgusted 
over such “graffiti,” saying that they could not 
even recognize what was being depicted in the 
painting. You have to remember that the art 
lovers and critiques of that time were used 
to the photographic-like Realist artists. Monet 
and about 30 other Impressionists started their 
own exhibition and the Impressionist Movement 
was born.

sense that it can definitely dictate how you're going 
to tolerate your side effects. At New York Cancer & 
Blood Specialists we integrate having a psychologist. 
We have [a lot to do] with wellness, including physical 
therapists. We make sure the whole patient experience 
is really addressed. Patients who are better mentally 
fare better. 


Can you tell us about a breast cancer patient 
who clearly benefited from mindful and 
spiritual positivity? 

We have examples of this on a day-to-day basis. One 
may have anxiety or have a lot of fears. Here, we have 
this stuff well thought-out before beginning treatment. 
I’ve had patients who were starting on therapy and 
the biggest barrier was getting over the a of 
acceptance of the disease process. 


What major advances have you seen in the 
integration of wellness with 
medicine over your career?

By no means do I 
think that either of them is [effective without the 
other]. I really feel it’s one of those things where 
they complement each other. Decreasing risk of body 
weight and such, those are definitely things that 
work together.

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Jeanelle Myers’ Bwuing 


hen Sag Harbor artist Jeanelle 

Myers sent several of her multi- 
media works to the Museum of Nebraska 
Art (MONA) for an exhibition last year, 
she never expected that she’d receive 
burned tidbits in return. 

Myers is known around the East End 
for her intensely detailed pieces that 
incorporate small found objects, mementos 
and embroidery into works as divergent as 
four-foot dolls, soft wall hangings and 
constructions that feature secret spaces. “I 
put things in there that are important to 
me, or significant to me for some reason, 
usually, not obvious. Important things like 
friendships, WWII, family,” says Myers. 

Last spring Myers showed her work at 
the John Jermain Memorial Library in 
Sag Harbor. It was a popular show that 
invited patrons to examine a range of 
her works from decades past. Several of 
those works featured hidden objects. One 


such object was a transcription Myers myers, WITH TREASURED RELICS IN-HAND, WILL TRANSFORM MEMORIES INTO ART 


made of a heartbreaking interview she 

recorded with her grandmother hidden in the pocket 
of a wall hanging. In the interview, her grandmother 
talked matter-of-factly about how and why she adopted 
Myers’ mother. “I just wanted it on there. I didn’t even 
want someone to find it,” says Myers. 

What one often finds in Myers’ works are layered 
memories of things past. The works displayed in the 
Nebraska exhibition struck a cord with a viewer. This 
woman, who wishes to remain anonymous, asked 
Myers if she would accept a commission to make a new 
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work from old objects, pieces of her past life recovered 
from a California fire. Myers welcomed the challenge. 
In December, Myers received melted necklaces and 
rings, damaged glass buttons, and some crochet pieces 
made by the fire victim’s grandmother. “I can do old 
and melted, that’s what I do,” Myers says. At press 
time she was puzzling over the perfectly preserved 
linens and said she was likely to return them unused. 
“I don’t know very much about her. She’s starting 
over, living in Wisconsin. She didn’t tell me what fire

these are from, which is really okay, I 
don’t need to know that,” Myers says. “I’m 
going to have to add some stuff to it. She 
suggested something about nature so I 
think I'll use some dried plant specimens 
in it. This piece has to be melding me and 
her, combining her with me. It’s not to be 
passive and sweet.” 

In addition to found objects, which might 
be pieces from nature like flowers and 
insects, and figural depictions, letters and 
words play a part in Myers’ assemblages. 
“Some pieces include letters to people 
I don’t know, she explains. “When you 
write things down there’s a presence. 
When someone finds it, it becomes their 
responsibility to do something with it. If 
I cut the letters into strips and paste them 
back together in a different order, the 
letters are still there, they still exist, but 
other people can’t snoop.” 

“I’ve collected a lot of things over the 
years that are treasures to me and that’s 

what I put in my work. When a viewer sees 
my work, I don’t even want them to consider what’s 
personally significant to me—just look at the work as a 
whole and decide what the significance is to them. An 
example is a cicada shell. When I was a kid, every once 
in a while I'd find this treasure.”

Remembeung Forgotten Television Series “The Hamptons” 


R ecent years have seen several popular television 
series set in the Hamptons. Revenge (2011-2015) 
was a pulpy thriller about a woman who moved to 
Southampton to avenge the death of her father at the 
hands of the old-money family that wronged him. 
The grim drama The Affair (2014-present) focuses 
on a married Manhattanite author who falls in lust 
with a married Montauk waitress and the cataclysmic 
consequences of their actions. But all the way back 
in 1983, ABC ran a limited series simply called The 
Hamptons. The primetime soap was a critical and 
commercial flop—but the story of its development and 
why it failed makes for a very juicy tale. 

In 1978, ailing ABC soap opera General Hospital 
hired Gloria Monty as its new executive producer. 
Monty, who personally disliked the soap genre, 
transformed the slow-moving, old-fashioned show 
into a cultural phenomenon. During Monty’s tenure, 
younger characters were brought to the forefront, 
the plodding storytelling was given a hefty dose of 
adrenaline and the show became the top-rated soap 
for years. So, naturally, there were high hopes when 
ABC hired Monty to produce William Bast and Paul 
Huson’s new show about two warring families that 
summered in the Hamptons. Monty and her husband, 
Robert O'Byrne, had previously produced summer 
stock productions on Long Island, so she knew the 
area. What could go wrong? 


VARIOUS COUPLES OF “THE HAMPTONS” 


The Hamptons was given a five-episode order, 
with the hope that it would be enough of a hit to 
warrant a full second season (a similar formula had 
worked for seminal primetime soap Dallas). Shot 
on videotape in the vein of a daytime drama, The 
Hamptons was shot partially on the East End, with 
some segments taped in other parts of Long Island 
and Westchester. The show starred Michael Goodwin, 
Leigh Taylor-Young, Craig Sheffer, Holly Roberts and 
John Reilly, most of whom were known for their 
daytime work. 

Despite shooting on the East End, the series was 
immediately lambasted for its inaccurate portrayal of 
the Hamptons lifestyle and culture. The Washington 
Post (which was run by East Enders Ben Bradlee 
and Sally Quinn, who purchased the infamous Grey 
Gardens estate in 1979) delivered a scathing review of 
the series and interviewed actual Hamptons denizens 
who noted that the characters didn’t represent them 
in any way. “There is not a single writer. There 


isn’t a token artist or a rich, suntanned liberal,” said 
television critic Marvin Kitman in the piece. Even the 
legendary Kurt Vonnegut Jr. had something to say: 
“I’ve never seen anyone drive a Ferrari or a Porsche up 
to a party here. Everyone drives BMWs or Mercedes.” 
Ultimately, the Washington Post called The Hamptons 
“half-witted” and “totally, irredeemably, amateurishly 
and idiotically worthless.” 

Unsurprisingly, The Hamptons never did get that 
second season. And unlike many short-lived television 
shows—especially those that were unintentionally 
campy and over-the-top—The Hamptons has eluded 
any kind of cult following or recognition. This one 
wasn’t even so bad it was good; it was just bad. A

YouTube search of the show brings up little more than 
a 13-second commercial that shows a clip from the final 
episode, in which Goodwin’s Peter Chadway attempts 
to rape Roberts’ Tracy Mortimer (his stepdaughter, 
naturally). “A triangle of love and murder as The 
Hamptons concludes!” exclaims the announcer. 

It’s interesting to imagine how the TV landscape 
might have been different had The Hamptons 
been a runaway success. Perhaps the show would 


have eventually found its creative footing and 


introduced more genuine East End elements, or 
even had an influence on the real-life Hamptons 
community—though we can’t imagine Vonnegut in 
a Ferrari. 
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Celebrating a Noxth Fork Legend: Ch tan Ross 


tudents of American wine history know that Alex 

and Louisa Hargraves founded their Cutchogue 
winery, considered Long Island’s first commercial 
winery, in 1973. But those truly inside that rich history 
also know about a very special restaurant that opened 
that same year—Ross’ North Fork Restaurant—on 
the Main Road in Southold, in the space thatis now 
Founders Tavern. (Later it moved operations to 
the space now occupied by O’Mallys on Route 48 
in Southold. 

While the East End has seen tremendous expansion 
of farm-to-table dining in the last 15 years, when you 
ask chefs of all stripes how this movement started, they 
invariably answer in two syllables: John Ross. 

Though back then, the term “farm to table” didn’t 
exist. Chef Ross promoted his work as “cooking from 
scratch” or “the food and wine of the North Fork.” 

He says it’s best to “have your own vision, not try to 
be like other restaurants at all.” 

Ross still lives in Southold with his wife Lois, and 
he still cooks every day, but he hasn’t been working 
in a restaurant kitchen since 2004, when he sold his 
takeout restaurant, The Rotisserie. Ross has released 
three cookbooks to date; his latest, The Poetry of 
Cooking, came out in 2015. 

Ross says, “The North Fork fit my personality, I’m 
a middle-class, family guy. My wife and I have loved 
the North Fork for 45 years! We’ve seen a gradual 
evolution out here. We’re very fortunate—we still have 
one of the world’s greatest bounties of raw materials 
and the people enjoy them—add the wine and it really 
defines what a culinary destination is all about— 
regional cuisine. Tuscany, Provence, we have nothin’ to 
apologize for here.” Ross says he was “pretty stubborn

first dinner is not just memorable to all 
involved, but it was commemorated, 
along with Chef Ross’s likeness by 
Taylor on the back of a menu cover 

that night. Ross has used this iconic 
image on his menus, cookbooks 
and other promotional materials 
ever since. 

For 10 years, Chef Ross and 
Lenz winemaker Eric Fry hosted 
monthly winemaker dinners for 
about 12 people. Participants had 
to bring a non-Long Island wine to 

share in pairings. Ross prepared 
an on-the-spot meal. Diners 
were challenged to guess 
the varieties and origins of 
the wines. 

Ross. and his_ restaurant 
crew went on to prepare a five- 
course Palmer wine dinner 
at Disney in Florida. And he 

prepared special dishes for 
annual Wine Council events at 
the old World Trade Center 

in New York. 

Ross sold his 
namesake restaurant in 
2000. Looking back he 
says, “I think I'd do the 
same thing: I'm not a 
rich man, but I loved it.” 


and set on my goals, the notion to do fresh 
period. You don’t know how many 
sales reps I kicked out of my place.” 

Ross had his first tastes of \\\\\ 
regional restaurant cooking when \\ WAY 
he spent two summers working at \ AY 
Squires in East Hampton. He says 
that was “an excellent 50-seat place, it 
made me want to be the chef at a small 
American restaurant.” 

Ross’ North Fork carried every local 
wine, beginning with Hargraves first 
release in 1976. There was an exclusively 
Long Island wine list and a_ small \ 
French list. 

From 1980 to 2000 Ross released 
private labels with Hargraves, Pindar 
and Lenz that were served exclusively 
at the restaurant. He even helped blend 
some of the wines. He says that “the 
relationships that developed around 
wine were the greatest part of my career.” 

In fact, Ross may have hosted Long 
Island’s first wine pairing dinner, before 
Long Island wines. On May 29, 1975, Bully 
Hill co-founder Walter S. Taylor led diners 
at Ross’ North Fork in enjoying his 
New York State wines with Chef 
Ross’s dishes. True to form, this a 
legendary mad man of the 
wine business got roaring 
drunk and, afterthe dinner, i 
had to be driven away to his 10H 2.

Stats were sunnier in T&C’s report. The number of 
sales were up 12% and the total home sales volume

was up just 1% to $1.075 million. Town & Country 
breaks up sales into eight ranges, from under $500K 
to over $20 million, and six of the ranges were up. The 
middling $2—-$3.49 million price range down 14% in 
sales. (Over $20 million was down 50%, from two in 


4Q17 to one in 4Q18.) 


Standout markets in this report include Amagansett, 


with a median price increase up 75% from 
$1.467 million in 2017 to $2.562 million in 2018, and 
the number of sales up 83%. East Hampton Village had 
the highest median home sales price at $4.569 million. 
As for total home sales volume, Sag Harbor Village 
was up 141%, from $19 million in the fourth quarter of 
2017 to $45.7 million in the same quarter of 2018.

BHS’s report was the outlier. It reported 
significant increases in the number of sales 
across the East End. The total number of 
4Q18 South Fork sales rose 12.1% compared 
to 4Q17 (445 vs. 397), and the total dollar 
volume increased 14.5% to $893 million. The 

average sales price in the Hamptons inched 
up 2.2% to $2.008 million while the median price 
increased 1.2% to $1.055 million. 

On the South Fork, 73.9% of sales in 4Qi18 were 
under $2 million. But there were 39 sales over 
$5 million in the fourth quarter of 2018 (up from 31 in 
4Q17), 10 of which were over $10 million (compared to 
seven in the previous year). 

So, what does any of this mean? The numbers aren’t 
terrible, but we’re not expecting to see better ones for a 
good while yet. Bargain hunters aren’t swooping in yet 
because, we think, for the most part prices are still too 
steep. Stay tuned. ga
